- Life Insurance without Medical Examination. 
Members of the Association not infrequently write saying 
that they have been asked to give information about the 
previous health of patients who have been accepted for life 
insurance without medical examination, and who have died 
shortly afterwards. The advice given by the Association 
to members in reply is invariably that the doctor should 
not give any information without the written consent of. 
the relatives of the deceased. It can hardly be doubted 
that the object of an insurance company in making such 
an inquiry is the chance of getting such information 
regarding the previous health of the deceased as may 
enable it to dispute the claim, and thereby evade a financial 
liability which it has incurred, without having previously 
taken the usual steps to protect itself against undue risk. 
Whether a fee is offered is beside the point; the fact 
remains that the insurance company would seem to be 
looking to the doctor to pull the chestnuts out of the fire. 
The practice which should be adopted by doctors in cases of 
this kind is to refuse information to the insurance com- 
pany and to suggest to the relatives of the deceased that 
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they should tell the insurance company quite plainly that 
if the claim is not settled promptly they will sue in the 
courts. This advice has been given by the Association to 
a munber of correspondents, and it may be useful to make 
it more widely known, 


Social Life and the Association. 

It is of interest to note that a large and rapidly 
increasing number of the Divisions and Branches of the 
Association now make their meetings as sociable as possible 
—tor example, by the members taking tea together before 


the meetings. Many have, in addition, definite social

Meetings of Branches and Dibisions. 


Merropouitan Counties Brancu. 

Mempers of the Metropolitan Countics Branch Council, op 
November 21st, paid a very instructive and agreeable visit to 
the Wellcome Bureau of Scientific Research in Endsleigh Gardens, 
on the invitation of Dr. 8. H. Davuxes, who, in welcoming them, 
said he was grateful for the opportunity of demonstrating to the 
Branch a system of medical teaching which presented certain new 
ideas. 

Specialization in medicine, Dr. Daukes said, while inevitable, 

carried with it certain disadvantages; the first line of defence in 
the war against disease was the general practitioner, and any 
tendency which might cramp his outlook or limit his activities 
must constitute a danger. The Wellcome Museum of Medical 
Science was so arranged as to counteract this tendency. It was 
not a pathological museum nor a clinical museum; it was not a 
therapeutic museum nor a hygiene museum; but it aimed at 
blending these various branches of medicine so that they presented 
a complete picture. Each disease was divided up into the followin 
sections: etiology, pathology, symptomatology, treatment, a 
prevention. A graphic picture was presented by means of photo- 
erage, pajntings, specimens, and models, and, so far as possible, 
pathology was demonstrated from the clinical standpoint. Patho- 
logical museums generaily adopted a pathological or anatomical 
arrangement--the lesions of each organ were grouped together or 
similar pathological states placed side by side, Such an arrange- 
ment was strictly scientific and of great value for purposes of study 
and research. In practice, however, one was not concerned with an 
organ but with an individual, and, for example, in a case of mitral 
stenosis the condition of the stomach, liver, lungs, and intestines 
was of equal importance with that of the heart iiself. An effort 
was therefore made to group together all the affected organs from 
a given case. The minute pathology was difficult to demonsirate 
in a museum, but illustrations might be used and were of value. 
In the Wellcome Museum colour photomicrograply had been used 
with good effect, and the picture presented was a very accurate 
one of what was seen with the microscope. There were shown by 
this method the eggs of helminths, pathogenic protozoa, bacteria, 
blood films, and sections illustrating the morbid anatomy of various 
diseases. The general arrangement of the museum, Dr. Daukes 
said, was easy to follow; there were twenty halls, each numbered 
and suvnumbered, so that the complete course of demonstration 
was indicated. Over a hundred diseases were demonstrated, em- 
bracing those caused by the metazoa, the protozoa, bacieria, food 
deficiency, endocrine deficiency, skin diseases, new growths, ete. 
Each disease was fully described, and at the end of each section 
was a yellow file, which was kept up to date with all recent work. 
The museum was of special value to studenis and hang 
aud was open to all members of the profession and to those engaged 
in any branch of public health work. At stated intervals post- 
graduate demonstrations were given, and at any time teachers 
might bring their classes and teach in the museum. It was 
scarcely necessary, he concluded, to add_ that the museum was 
always at the disposal of Branches and Divisions of the British 
Medical Association. 
. After the inspection of the museum tea was provided, and a 
vote of thanks to Dr. Daukes on behalf of the Branch Council 
was proposed by Dr. Curistine Murrett, the president, and 
pe by Dr. R. L. Lancpoy-Dowy. Both speakers emphasized 
the value of this museum—the only one of ils kind—and felt sure 
many other members of the profession would welcome an oppor- 
tunity of visiting it. The senior honorary secretary, Dr. C. F. T. 
Scott, received an invitation from Dr. Daukes to any other Branch 
or Division which might desire to arrange for a conducted vicit.

Professor Huca MacLean gave an address on glycosuria as it 
occurred in medical practice, emphasizing the necessity of under- 
standing the changes in the blood. Normally the percentage 
blood sugar was 0.1 per cent.; after a meal it rose to 0.2, am 
then gradually fell with a characteristic curve. In_ hepatic 
glycosuria the liver failed to siore sugar; this condition might 
pass into the glycosuria. Some fat persons might be cured b 
reducing their weight, and consequently the fat in the liver, whicl 
organ was then capable of storing sugar. There was no acidosis 
in these cases, and it was not necessary to give insulin unless 
there were eye symptoms or skin trouble. Alcohol lowered the 
power of the liver to store sugar. In renal glycosuria there was 
a lowered threshold for sugar excretion. In trve glycosuria it was 
essential to pay attention to the acetone and diacetic acid. In 
patients under treatment it was difficult to tell diabetic coma from 
coma due to insulin; even experts could not tell without a bl 
sugar test. Finally, some cases of rheumatism might be found 
to be due to glycosuria; some obscure cases of wasting could 
cured by the administration of insulin and glucose. 

A discussion followed in which Drs. Farncompe, Inman, JEANS, 
McAsxiz, Martix, Surgeon Commander Keutey, and Mr. Pace, the 
city analyst, took part.

MEDICAL EDUCATION AND REGISTRATION. 


WINTER SESSION, 1928. 


rue one hundred and twenty-eighth session of the General 
Medical Council opened on Tuesday, November 27th, at 
Hallam Street, London, W., Sir Doxatp MacAutstrr, Bt., 
K.C.B., presiding. 

New Members. 

Official notification was made of the appointment of the 
following new members: Alexander Miles, F.R.C.S.E., as 
represeniative of the Royal College of Surgeons of Edin- 
burgh for five years from July 19th, 1928; Ernest Kaye 
Le Fleming, M.B., and Jolin Wardle Bone, M.B., as repre- 
sentatives elected by the registered practitioners resident 
in England aud Wales. 

Mr. Miles was introduced to the President by Sir Norman 
Waiker, Dr. Le Fleming by Sir Jenner Verrall, and Dr. 
Bone by Dr. Brackenbury. 


PResipENt’s AppREss. 

rhe President then spoke as follows: 

GexrLemrx,—On November 23rd, 1858, seventy years 
ago, the General Council of Medical Education and Regis- 
tiation first met, in the Hall of the Royal College of 
Physicians, pursuant to a summons by the Sccretary of 
ttate. Sir Benjamin Brodie was elected the first President 
of the Council, and Dr. Francis Hawkins the first 
registrar, and committees were appointed for the conduct 
ot business, fur registration, and fer the National Pharma- 
copocia, It does not appear that the President delivered 
an opening or any other address to the Council. I have 
sometimes wished that this precedent had been followed 
by his successors. But it is recorded that in a dignified 
communication, with reference to a proposed petition by 
the Council to the Government of the day, he stated his 
v.ew of the functions and relations of the new Council in 
these terms: ‘f The Medical Council is appointed by Parlia- 
ment to act in those matters which affect the medical 
profession, both on the part of the profession and of the 
public. It is not to be supposed that they have any 
interests of their own to serve; and it is as much out of 
their way to proceed by way of petition as it would be for 
tie Board of Trade to do so. Where they conceive that 
any alteration is required in laws concerning the profession, 
it is their duty to represent this in the proper quarter, 
not as petitioners, but as coadjutors of the Government in 
one department of the public business.’? That conception 
of the Council’s place and function in the State has been 
sustained, I think worthily, for seventy years; and it 
has underlain the several statutory changes which in the 
interval have modified in various ways the legal constitu- 
tion and powers of the Council as a public body. I do not 
propose to survey these changes in retrospect, for they 
have not altered the essentials of the Council’s statutory 
relations to the public or the profession. It remains the 
law-appointed guardian, in the public interest, of pro- 
fessional education and _ professional behaviour, the 
coadjutor of the Government in its own domain. 

The officers of the Council propose to celebrate the 
Seventieth anniversary by a domestic dinner to present 
and past members, to be held during this session; and 
I understand that the acceptances of their invitation 
assure us that the gathering will be numerous and cordial. 
Some, alas! of those who but lately we might have expected 


busy since we last met in May. 


Recent Losses. 

Sir James Hodsdon passed away suddenly and untimely 
on his way home from our last session. An able and con- 
Sclentious member since 1906, he had won the confidence 
of his colleagues for his zealous devotion to all the tasks 
that fell in increasing number to his share. Sober and 


Cautious in judgement, his opinions were not hastily 
formed, and they carried the weight which always attaches + 


to sincere and well-matured utterances. His long services 
to the Council and to the Scottish Branch will not lightly 
be forgotten. 

Sir Arthur Chance also, brilliantly critical at times, but 
always helpful, contributed much during the last thirteen 
years to the efficiency of our labours and the interest of 
our debates. To his wisdom and foresight during the dis- 
cussions on our relations with the Irish Free State the 
working agreement which is now operative was largely due. 

Sir Charles Tomes for twenty-two years was a Crown 
member of the Council appointed in the interest of dental 
surgery. His scientific and professional eminence in that 
specialty, together with his wide knowledge in other 
branches and his competence in finance, gave him a unique 
place in our counsels. The Council for sixteen years pro- 
fited by his Sagacity as treasurer during the difficult time 
of transition to our present building, and of complications 
due to the war. He also, as a trusted adviser of the 
Government, had much to do with shaping the Dentists 
Act of 1921, and of preparing the way for the devolution of 
certain of our duties as regards dentistry to the new 
Dental Board. 


Sir Nestor Tirard was for only five years a Crown. 


Member of the Council itself; but his intimate connexion 
with its work on successive Pharmacopocias extended over 


thirty-three years. As secreiary of the Pharmacopoeia. 


Committee he assisted in the editorial preparation and 
supervision of the issues of 1°98 and 1914, and of the 
Addendum of 1900. I can spezk, perhaps better than any 
other, of the capable and unselfish manner in which during 
that time he assisted nie as chairman of the committee, 
and of the wide and varied knowledge of the subject- 
matter which he acquired and applied to his duties. The 
British Pharmacopoeia, 1914, of which he was senior editor, 
will remain as a monument to his mastery of pharma- 
copoeial science and practice. 

And, but last week, the veteran Sir Charles Hector 
Cameron died full of years and honours at the age of 85. 
One of the last survivors of Lord Lister’s personal assis- 
tants and coadjutors—he has fitly been described as Lister’s 
‘‘ beloved disciple ’’—he held a high place not only among 
Glasgow celebrities, but in the affectionate regard of the 
surgeons of the world. To myself his loss is irreparable, 
for from the time when, in 1889, he first welcomed me to 
this Council as a colleague, until the end, he was my 
unfailing friend and counsellor, on whose kindly wisdom 
and manifold experience it was ever my privilege to draw. 

But while we miss and mourn these veterans, with 
grateful acknowledgement of what they were and did for 
us, we may be thankful that there is never wanting a 
supply of good and faithful men to take their places. Thus, 
in the room of Sir James Hodsdon, the Royal College of 
Surgeons of Edinburgh has appointed Dr. Alexander Miles, 
eminent as a surgeon and a surgical teacher in that famous 
school, honorary Doctor of Laws, and joint-editor of the 
Edinburgh Medical Journal. And in the room of the late 
Dr. Macdonald, and of Sir Robert Bolam, transferred to 
the University of Durham, the registered practitioners 
resident in England and Wales have elected by overwhelm- 
ing majorities Mr. Ernest Kaye Le Fleming of Wimborne 
and Mr. John Wardle Bone of Luton as their direct repre- 
sentatives on the Council. To these new members we offer 
the right hand of fellowship, being confident both of their 
power and of their will to share our labours and to increase 
our efficiency. 

An All-India Medical Council. 

Our relations with the Government of India, on the 
question of the recognition for practice in this country 
of Indian medical degrees, are approaching a more stable 
and satisfactory position. A bill for establishing an All- 
India Medical Council, which will exercise effective super- 
vision over professional teaching and examination in the 
Provinces, having special regard to the external and 
central or non-provincial aspects of medical qualification, 
is now under discussion by the Central Legislature. And 
a proposal for the appointment in the meantime of a 
central Commissioner of Medical Qualifications and 
Standards has been approved by the Government of India 
and by the Provincial Governments. We may hope, there- 
fore, before long to be able to conduct our negotiations 
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an. inquiries regarding the recognition of particular 
Indian degrees through a central Indian body or officer, 
whose reports we may accept as authoritative. It is much 
to be desired that the Commissioner appointed should Le 
familiar with British standards of qualification, as well as 
with those current in India. For the essential considera- 
tion for the Council is the maintenance of substantial 
equivalence between the two. Our primary interest is, 
that recognized Indian medical degrees shall guarantee a 
standard of proficiency sufficient for practice in this 
country. It is this interest, which we cannot forego, that 
alone justifies our intervention in Indian medical education. 

In the meantime, the Executive Committee, after con- 
sidering the reports received from the Indian universities 
(including Calcutta) concerning their progress in education 
and examination, have agreed to recognize their degrees 
for another year, subject to further inspection of their 
qualifying examinations during the current session hy 
inspectors appointed by the Government of India and 
approved by the Council.

Reciprocity with New Zealand. 

New Zealand has, by recent legislation, raised a ques- 
tion regarding reciprocity which is receiving serious con- 
sideration, Hitherto, New Zealand medical degrees, under 
an agreement cf many years’ standing, have been recog- 
nized for registration in this country on the condition that 
all medical practitioners of Great Britain were registrab!e 
without further examination in the Dominion. By an 
Act of the Dominion Parliament, passed without notice 
to the Council, such registration in New Zealand is in 
future limited to practitioners who hold a medical qualifi- 
cation granted in this country. If this limitation were 
accepted it would mean that New Zealand graduates regis- 
tered in the United Kingdom would be free to practise 
not only here but in all the British possessions and 
foreign countries with whom we stand in relations of 
reciprocity, but only ‘certain practitioners on the British 
Register would have the like privilege in New Zealand. 
The Dominion Government suggest that a new arrangement 
might be made, by which the privileges of New Zealand 
graduates might be limited to the United Kingdom only. 
This would seriously affect the whole system of imperial 
and foreign reciprocity which has been established under 
the Medical Act, 1886, and we are advised that it would 
require new legislation amending that Act. A memo- 
randum on the subject has been prepared for submission 
to His Majesty in Council, who has power to declare 
whether the New Zealand arrangements can be regarded 
as ‘‘just’’ to the medical practitioners of the United 
Kingdom. If under the present law the new conditioas 
are not held to be ‘ just’ it will be for the Privy Council 
to order that Part II of the Medical Act, 1886, shall be 
deemed no longer applicable to New Zealand. It is 
probable that the opinion of the law officers of the Crown 
may be taken on the scope and bearing of the Act as 
hitherto interpreted. If it proves that the Act does not 
admit the serious limitation proposed by New Zealand, 
the recent legislation in that Dominion will have to be 
amended, or New Zealand graduates must forego the 
advantages of British registration. 


The Revision of the Pharmacopoeia. 

The proposals contained in the report of the Committee 
on Civil Research, on the subject of the revision of the 
British Pharmacopoeia, which you approved and adopted 
at the last session, have been carried into effect by the 
Pharmacopoeia Committee. A Selection Committee, con- 
sisting of members nominated by the Council, the Medical 
Research Council, and the three pharmaceutical societies, 
has been constituted, and has carefully considered the 
composition and.membership of. the Pharmacopoeia Com- 
mission, to which the preparation of the draft Pharmaco- 
pecia will be entrusted. The Commission will consist 7 
seven members, including a chairman, possessing expert 
krewledge of the several subjects and branches of pharma- 
copoeial science—medical, pharmacological, and pharma- 
ceutical. The several members will act as chairmen, and 
representatives on the Commission, of special subcom- 
mittees of reference to be appointed to deal with and make 


representations on the different departments of knowledge, 


and practice concerned in the framing of the Pharma- 
ccpoeia. In this way it is hoped that the fullest informa- 
tion may be gathered, from a wide field of experience and 
science, and that the Commission will have at its disposal, 
and harmonize into a consistent and comprehensive whole, 
all that is necessary for the revision of the old, and the 
preparation of the new, British Pharmacopoeia. 

At the close of the address a vote of thanks was accorded 
to the President on the motion of Mr. Sinclair, seconded 
by Sir Norman Walker. 

The Council then proceeded to disciplinary business, 
of which reports will appear in later issues of the 
Supplement.

LONDON PANEL COMMITTEE DINNER. 

Ar the New Prince’s Galleries, Piccadilly, on November 22nd, 
London insurance practitioners held their ninth annual dinner 
and dance. Dr. H. J.-Carpaie, chairman of the London Panel 
Committee, welcomed practitioners and guests or arrival, and 
also presided at the dinner. In proposing the toast of ‘*‘ The 
London Panel Committee,’’ Dr. ALFRED Cox, Medical Secretary 
of the British Medical Association, expressed the pleasure he 
had felt in watching the growth of what was really a great 
experiment in local government, for the organization of Panel 
Committees was a new departure in the sense that never before, 
he thought, had the representatives of a particular profession 
or calling as such been made responsible for the running of 
a public service. He had noted with satisfaction the tendency, 
when alterations were made in insurance regulations, to place 
more and more responsibility on Panel Committees. His 
acquaintance with the London Panel Committee was not as 
intimate as with some others. One of its outstanding features, 
however, was that it had apparently a permanent chairman. 
Dr. Cardale was well known as a chairman of whom any 
committee might be proud. The speaker recalled some very 
good friends who had been associated with the London Panel 
Committee in its earlier and more difficult days, notably the 
late Dr. Lauriston Shaw, who had done so much to raise its 
standard of work and status. 

Dr. CarDALE, in responding to the toast, spoke of the diffi- 
culty which the Panel Committee found in keeping in touch 
with, and ascertaining the views of, the approximately two 
theusand doctors now on the London panel. It seemed to him 
that there was need for more organization in this respect, and 
that it might be well for the London Panel Committee to 
employ an organizing secretary in addition to its present whole- 
time secretary, so that from the meeting of small groups cf 
insurance practitioners in the various parts of London the 
Panel Committee could have a body of opinion upon which 
to draw at need. He appreciated Dr. Cox’s reference to Dr. 
Lauriston Shaw as one of the great names associated with the 
Committee in the past, and to this he would add the names of 
the late Sir James Galloway and the late Dr. Farman. 

The toast of ‘‘ The Guests’? was entrusted to Dr. A. E. 
Grecc, who did it full justice. Responses were made by Dr. 
R. T. Worrutncton, as a regional medical officer ; by Mr. C. G. 
Izarp, the newly elected chairman of the London Insurance 
Committee, wlio said that he hoped his term of office wouid 
coincide with the further growth of a real spirit of fellowship 
between the medical and lay members of the Committee; and 
by Dr. A. Werpry, on behalf of the medical guests. The 
formal proceedings were not unduly prolonged, and a pleasant 
evening was rounded off with a dance. 


LONDON INSURANCE COMMITTEE. 

Ar the meeting of the London Insurance Committee on November 
22nd particulars were given regarding notifications by insured 

rsons of their desire to change doctors in the same district. 

or the thirteen months from October 1st, 1927, to October 3ist, 
1928, the number of such notifications in London was 25,600. 
During the same period the number of a transfer accept- 
ances sent in by practitioners and rejected was 5,774, and the 
number of transfers with the consent of both doctors was 3,662. 

Medical Service Subcommittce Cascs.—In a case recently before 
the Committee it was decided that there had been failure on the 
part of the practitioner to comply with the terms of service with 
regard to the treatment afforded by him to the insured patient, 
ani that the practitioner should be cautioned, but that no repre- 
sentation should be made to the Minister with regard to deduc- 
tion from his remuneration. A communication from the Ministry 
was now reported in which it was observed that “ hating regard

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“ fortunaicly or otherwise have to deal with such a large number 
of cases concerning the conduct of .insurance practitioners that 
they have no difficulty in establishing the standard of comparison 
between one case and other. ... In appropriate cases we have 
not hesitated to recommend that a substantial amount of money 
sheuld be withheld. With regard to the present case we would 
peint out that we interviewed the insured person and the practi- 
tioncr and we were thus afforded an opportunity of examining 
the practitioner and of ebserving his demeanour, and this, in our 
opinion, is of incomparable adva ge in assessing the extent of 
the failure or neglect of the practitioner to comply with the terms 
of service. Having taken all the circumstances into consideration 
we came to the unanimous conclusion that this particular case 
was not one in connexion with which money should be withheld, 
and io that decision we adhere.” 

Chairman of the Medical Service Subcommittce.—In April last, 
on the death of Mr. Henry Mills, the chairman of the sub- 
commiitee, the Committee appointed Mr. R. W. Harris, formerly 
an officer of the Ministry of Health, but not a member of the 
Committee, as chairman. At the close of the Committee’s year, 
with this meeting, the subcommittee accorded a very cordial vote 
of thanks to Mr. Harris, adding, ‘‘ we cannot speak too highly 
of the extremely able and impartial manner in which he has 
discharged the onerous duties entrusted to him.” 

Complaints Against Chemists—In: six cases in which‘ the Com- 
mittee, on the recommendation of the Pharmaceutical Service 
Subcommittee, had found proved certain complaints for failure in 
dispensing, and had remiited the matter to the Ministry of 
Health, it was now reported that the Ministry had decided to fine 
five of the chemists £1 each, and the remaining one £2

AN OPEN LETTER TO NON-MEMBERS. 
Dear Sir or Mapa, 


Tue close of the year affords an opportunity to draw your attention to the chief aims of the British 
Medical Association, and to give you some information as to its work and organization. 

he association is ue iargest, Oldest aud most powerlul of British medicai organizations. It was 
founded in £832 to promote the medicai and allied sciences, to maintain the honour and interests of the mediéal 
profession, and to foster a feeling of irrkeudship among the members of the profession. The work of the Association 
is thus fourfo.d: (i) It acts for the profession coieciively in medical matters affecting the common weal; (ii) it 
guards the profession against unfair attack, whether legislative or other; (iii) by 1ts work in promoting medical 
science and the spirit o comradeship, it helps the individual practitioner to be more eflicient and of greater use 
to the community; and (iv) it helps its members individually. Se 

With these aims in view the Associat‘on and its local groups—namely, the Divisions and Branches 
mentioned below—hold many thousands of meet ngs yearly, at which medical, medico-sociological, and allied 
subjects are dealt, with; nor is the social side forgotten. It publishes the British Medical Journal, the Archives 
of Disease in Childhood, the Journal of Neurology and Psychopathology, an Annual Handbook, a Handbook for 
Recently Qualified Medical Practitioners, aud other pubtications; gives scholarships; grants, and prizes for clinical 
and research work ; owns a commodious building for the housing of its central activities; is in possession of very 
considerable !unds and resources; and spares no effort in assisting its members individually in all aspects of their 
professional lives. 

ASSOCIATION PREMISES. 

The new House of the Association at Tavistock Square, London, opened in the summer of 1925 by 
His Majesty the King, is a popular meeting-piace for its members, when visiting London. There are also 
Houses or Oflices of the Association at Adelaide, Brisbane, Cape Town, Dublin, Edinburgh, Melbourne, 
Perth (W.A.), Sydney, Wellington (N.Z.), and elsewhere. 


CONSTITUTION AND ADMINISTRATION. 

The Association is practically a federation of local medical societies, called Divisions. A Branch is a Division 
or (more frequentiy) group of Divisions. A member of the Association is, ¢pso facto,a member of the Division and 
Branch in the area of which he or she lives. ‘The Divisions and Branches, and the Association of which they form 
part, are democratic bodies, the goverument of which is in the hands of their members. 

The tunds and resources of the Association are commensurate with a membership of over 34,500. 

The general control and direction of the policy and affairs of the Association are vested in the Repre- 
sentative Body, which.is elected by the Divisions throughout the Empire, and meets annually. The Council, or 
executive, of the Association is elected partly by the Branches throughout the Empire, and partly by the Repre- 
sentative Body, and also includes representatives of the Royal Naval, Royal Air Force, Army, and Indian Medical 
Services. Among the Committees of the Association are Ethical, Finance, Hospitals, Insurance Acts, Journal, 
Medico-Political and Parliamentary, Naval and Military, Organization, Public Health, Science, Scottish, Irish, Welsh, 
and Dominions, India, Colonies, and Dependencies Committees. The Insurance Acts Committee is the executive 
of the Annual Conference of Representatives of Local Medical and Panel Committees, which are the statutory local 
professional committees under the National Health Insurance Acts. 


PriviLEGEsS OF MEMBERSHIP. 
The privileges of a Member of the Association include :— 

1. Participation in the clinical, scientific, medico-political, ethical, and social activities of the Association, local 
and central. 

2. Receipt weekly, free by post, of the British Medical Journal and its Supplement, one of the leading medical 
journals of the world, and one of the most widely read. 

3. Participation in the government of the Association, local and central, and in the formulation of its policy. 

4. Use of the Headquarters Houses of the Association. At the London House the facilities include Reference and 
Lending Libraries: club-room accommodation, with facilities for light refreshments; garage and telephone 
facilities (the yvarage tacilities are for the moment in abeyance, owing to the building of extensions to the 
House). From the Lending Library, Members in the British Isles can borrow books free of charge. 

5. The advice and help of the Central Staff in professional matters affecting him or her individually. 


Some Recent AcTIvITIEs. 

The question of encroachments on private practice is the subject of a special report which appeared in the 
Supplement of November 3rd. The questions of treatment by radiation and electricity by untrained and unqualified 
Persons, the formulation of a middle-class hospital policy of the Association, and the method of dealing with 
contributory hospital schemes are under active consideration. A collective investigation of the treatment of 
Varicose ulceration has been carried out, and a report will be published in the Journal at an early date. 

The new Medica! Benefit Regulations under the National Health Insurance Acts, about to be put into 
operation, embody amendments agreed to after negotiation between the Insurance Acts Committee and the 
linistry. It is believed that the new arrangements, especially those in respect of disciplinary machinery and 
transfer of practices, will be of great help to Insurance practitioners. 
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The Association has continued to watch the interests of medical officers of health. In the great majority 
of cases the salaries now offered for whole-time posts give at least the minimum laid down by the Association, 
The scale has been made to apply as regards Ulster, and has been specially modified to meet the case of Scotland. 

The new arrangement whereby the Scholastic, Clerical, and Medical Association Ltd. now (under the 
name of “ The British Medical Bureau”) works in co-operation with the British Medical Association is proving 
highly satisfactory. Of the board of directors of thé Bureau, one-half represent the British Medical Association! 
All agency and accountancy business is transacted, and members of the British Medical Association are given 
the advantage of a reduced scale of charges. 

The Association’s work benefits every member of the profession, and, as this work can be made more and 
more effective as it includes more and more practitioners, the Association unhesitatingly claims the support of 


every medical man and woman who is registered in the British Empire.

Members of the Medical Services of the 
Navy, Army, Air Force, and India, on whose behalf the work of the Association is unceasing and invaluable, also 
enjoy a substantial concession in this respect.

GROWTH OF THE ASSOCIATION. 


FIFTY YEARS’ PROGRESS. 


Tae British Medical Association had its origin in a meeting of fifty 
medical men held in the Board Room of Worcester General Infirmary 
in July, 1832, with the Founder, Sir Charles Hastings, in the clair. 
The Association is thus in its ninety-seventh year. Our diagram shows 
the membership figures for the last fifty. years. 

From 1832 to 1854 the growth was slow, but in the 
Jatter year the figure of 2,000 was reached. Three years 
later, in 1857, the weekly Journal of the Association was 
issued for the first time under the title of the British 
Medical Journal. The Supplement began to be published 
in 1904. The issue of the Journal is now over 37,700 
copies a week. 


From 1866 to 1912 the membership rose 
in staircase fashion from 2,462 to 26,568. 
In some of those forty-six years the step 
was comparatively small, in others large, but J g 
the ascent was continuous. Z g Z 


The rapid rise in 1911 and 1912 was due ZY 
to the professional upheaval that followed 
the introduction of the National Insurance 223 
scheme. Many practitioners who joined the 
Association solely on that account resigned 
soon afterwards, and the fall from 1913 to 
1918 was due to that and to the dispersal of ZG Z 
« large part of the profession-during the war. J 
Since 1918 the ground lost has been far more 
than regained. 


In 1914 the annual subscription was raised GG 
to 2 guineas, and this may have contributed 2443243444324 
in some degree to the fall in membership. Za 
Nevertheless, though the subscription was g 2 
again raised, in January, 1921, to 3 guineas, Z 
no decrease of membership followed.
